till at tbe age of fifty years a single 
tree willproduce 350 to 400 pounds of 
berries, from which seventy to eighty 
pounds of wax can be obtained.

In a min- 


eral region, investors 
whether 
in 


mines or town property take greater 
risks than inmore stable communi- 
ties. 
Consequently 
they. should be 


encouraged 
in every possible way. 
It takes allkinds of people to make 
a world. It would not do for all to 
be speculators; 
it would be still 


more fatal to the public weal ifall 
were 
of the 
non-investing 
class. 


"Jackson 
has 
grown 'wonderfully- 


within the past few years. Its prog- 
ress would have been more marked 
if the welcome hand had been ex- 
tended freely to actual and would-be 
investors. 
There is room for several 


business ventures, with a reasonable 
chance 
of success. 
The least that 


any man can expect 
when he em- 


barks in an undertaking is to re- 
ceive the united moral support 
of 


the people. 
Capital is timid under 
all circumstances. 
It behoves 
the 


people to give it every encourage- 
ment. 
Let us remember 
that every 


business venture is prompted by a 
desire for personal gain. 
We ought 


to rejoice at every success, 
because 


the more successes 
that are .scored 


the better 
will it be for the com- 
munity at large. 
Capital, whether 


represented 
by an individual or a 


corporation, isa friend to be court- 
ed, not an enemy to be feared. 


The experiment of sprinkling the 


road with water last 
summer 
in- 


volved an expense 
of about $5000. 


Over $3000 of this was collected 
by 


private subscription; $1000 was con- 
tributed out of .the county funds, 
and unpaid claims outstanding 
are 


estimated at nearly $900. Of course, 
most of this 


"money went into pipe 


and water tanks 
strung along the 


lone road. 
This was necessary 
to 


get the experiment started. 
But 


after the plant was provided, it was 
fonnd that the running expenses 
of 


the water carts 
amounted 
to $410 


per month. 
The sprinkling was only 


once in 24 hours, and that was found 
inadequate 
to lay the dust except 


foran hour or so after the sprink- 
lingcart passed over it. The inten- 
tion was 
to furnish 
the 
watering 


outfit complete, 
and then 
turn it 


over to the county, 
which was to 


look after itat public expense after 
the first year. It must be remem- 
bered that in the above estimate 
of 


running expenses nothing is allowed 
for cost of water. 
The water for 


experimental purposes 
was donated. 


This free water business 
could not 


be expected as a permanent 
thing. 
Itis argued 
that if the inefficient 


system 
tried last 
year 
cost 
over 


$400 per month, the, cost of an effic- 
ient method, 
involving sprinkling 


twice a day, would involve double 
that 
expense. 
The money in the 


road funds willnot permit any such 
outlay. 
Indeed, 
the total cost of 


sprinkling at that rate would take 
all the 
money in the special fund. 


We do not believe either ot the sup- 
ervisors in the 
three districts trav- 


ersed by the lone road would dream 
of continuing 
the 
sprinkling 
at 


county 
expense. 
Experimenting 


with oil has not been sufficiently 
tried in this county to tell.whether 
it is practicable or not..There is 
room for trials in this direction; but 
we trust the tests will be made on a 
limited scale. 
Let a small portion 


of the roadway be properlyprepared, 
and treated with oil according 
to 


the most approved methods, before 
any 
expensive 
arrangements 
are 


made for oilingon an extended scale. 
There is a diversity of opinion, even 
now, as to whether 
the oil process 


is adapted for all the conditions of 
road 
existing in Amador 
county. 


Some think that 
while it would an- 


swer on a hard rocky road-bed, it 
would not succeed 
where ttie road- 


way consists 
of loose dirt. These 


problems 
ought to be solved by 


actual tests before any definite con- 
clusion is reached 
on this proposi- 


tion. 
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There is talkinlone of the p»oba- 


bility of the railroad being extended 
to the mineral belt in the near 
fu- 


ture. 
This time it is the Southern 


Pacific that is credited with the in- 
tention ofbridging the gap between 
lone and Jackson. 
If the notion is 


entertained 
in that quarter, 
there 


is no doubt that the enterprise 
will 


be pushed to completion. 
We have 


been unable to verify the good news, 
but the fact that this extension talk 
is indulged by employes "of the com- 
pany 
creates 
the impression that 
itrests on a substantial basis. 
The 


Sierra road is being pushed forward 
toward Angels, and there is strong 
talk that it is contemplated to ex- 
tend itstill further this way. 
The 


©bject of such a move could only be 
to tap the heavy traffic of the mining 
belt of' Amador county. 
This ap- 


proach of a competing line has prob- 
ably stirred the Southern Pacific to 
action. 
They are not going to jeop- 


ardize the control of the heavy busi- 
ness of this section when fifteen or 
twenty miles of additional road will 
enable them tohold it.

The property consisted of 
80 acres ofland in the neighborhood of 
Forest Home, known as the Kessler 
place, and which has cut quite a figure 
in tho criminal annals of the county. 
Latterly the property has been occu- 
pied by the two Kessler brothers. 
The 
Itwas first sold to the state In 1895, 
the original amount of taxes being $6. 
During the sixyears that have elapsed 
since the taxes, penalties and costs have 
accumulated 
so that they now aggre- 
gate about 8150—itwouldhave required 
that much to redeem. 
That it was not 
redeemed 
was owing, weunderstand, 
to a defective title, and a desire to cure 
the defect by getting a deed from the 
state. 


#There was some livelybidding 
at the auction Monday. Threo bidders 
were present— George Kesslor, 
the oc- 


cupant, Geo. Yager of lone,' and the 
Allen estate.
